Governor Makes Appeal

For Child Labor Measure 


CUP THIS CERTIFICATE TODAY 


Martin G. Bmmbaugh, governor of 


Pennsylvania has 
renewed his alle- 


giance to the people. He took his 
stand directly in opposition to all of 
the sinister influences which are com- 
bating; his efforts to have a child labor 
law passed and once more appealed to 
the people to stand back «f him. 


The Cox child labor bill, introduced 


last Wedaesday, although by far the 
most advanced legislation m the sub- 
|8ct ever considered in Pennsylvania, 
does not really satisfy the governor, 
but he regards it as the greatest 
height to which Pennsylvania can bo 
expected to rise at present. 


Generally speaking, the governor 


has few objections to the Phipps child 
labor bill, backed by the Pennsylvania 
Child Labor association and other or- 
ganizations, but he objects to it be- 
cause it contains no educational pro- 
visions. 


This vocational education plan will, 


if adopted, put Pennsylvania far. far 
ahead of any other state. Doctor 
Brumbaugh, having personally super- 
vised a test pf such a measure in 
Philadelphia, knows that it is ex- 
tremely practicable and practical. 


Doctor Brumbaugh, in his statement 


saye: 


"In the campaign last fall it was 


specifically set forth in the party plat- 
form and in the addresses oi the can- 
didates that the present legislature 
should enact as fair, just ant' advanc- 
ed a child labor law as any common- 
wealth could reasonably enart. I take 
this pledge as a command. I believe 
absolutely ^hat it js one's duty in office 
to do exactly what he promised to do 
when a candidate. I hold that it is 
decent and fair to be frankly honest 
and let the people know exactly what 
the administration thinks and does.

it speedily gives to him dependable j 
and reliable service of great skill. It 
is also to the interest of the state, 
&inee it iits our young people in a 
thorouR-ly practical way to establish 
definite wage-earainp- lolationa, fou'id 
a home, rear a family and become a 
very desirable and valuable member of 
the std.ste's citizenrv.

MINNESOTA PLANS TO 


RECLAIM MILLION ACRES 


(By Unit., P»M) 


Bemidji, Minn., March 10—One mil. 


lion dollars will be spent in Beltrami 
and adjoining counties by the state of 
Minnesota this spring, to reclaim 1,- 
000,000 acres of land, which if free oi 
water, would be among the most fer 
tile. State land experts estimate that 
the value of the reclaimed land during 
1915 will be $6,000,000, but that before 
the end of 10 years, will be $100,000,- 
000. 
This estimate by tbe state ex- 


perts is based upon statistics of other 
land value increased in Minnesota. 


The majority of this land to be re- 


claimed: is in the northern part or ad- 
joining the northern part of Beltrami 
county, which in itself is 156 miles 
long. Some of the strip to be reclaim- 
ed extends over to St. Louis county, 
which is larger than the combined 
area of Connecticut and Rhode Island.

For Child Labor Measure

Martin G. Bmmbaugh, governor of 


Pennsylvania has 
renewed his alle- 


giance to the people. He took his 
stand directly in opposition to all of 
the sinister influences which are com- 
bating; his efforts to have a child labor 
law passed and once more appealed to 
the people to stand back «f him. 


The Cox child labor bill, introduced 


last Wedaesday, although by far the 
most advanced legislation m the sub- 
|8ct ever considered in Pennsylvania, 
does not really satisfy the governor, 
but he regards it as the greatest 
height to which Pennsylvania can bo 
expected to rise at present. 


Generally speaking, the governor 


has few objections to the Phipps child 
labor bill, backed by the Pennsylvania 
Child Labor association and other or- 
ganizations, but he objects to it be- 
cause it contains no educational pro- 
visions. 


This vocational education plan will, 


if adopted, put Pennsylvania far. far 
ahead of any other state. Doctor 
Brumbaugh, having personally super- 
vised a test pf such a measure in 
Philadelphia, knows that it is ex- 
tremely practicable and practical. 


Doctor Brumbaugh, in his statement 


saye: 


"In the campaign last fall it was 


specifically set forth in the party plat- 
form and in the addresses oi the can- 
didates that the present legislature 
should enact as fair, just ant' advanc- 
ed a child labor law as any common- 
wealth could reasonably enart. I take 
this pledge as a command. I believe 
absolutely ^hat it js one's duty in office 
to do exactly what he promised to do 
when a candidate. I hold that it is 
decent and fair to be frankly honest 
and let the people know exactly what 
the administration thinks and does.

MINNESOTA PLANS TO 


RECLAIM MILLION ACRES 


(By Unit., P»M) 


Bemidji, Minn., March 10—One mil. 


lion dollars will be spent in Beltrami 
and adjoining counties by the state of 
Minnesota this spring, to reclaim 1,- 
000,000 acres of land, which if free oi 
water, would be among the most fer 
tile. State land experts estimate that 
the value of the reclaimed land during 
1915 will be $6,000,000, but that before 
the end of 10 years, will be $100,000,- 
000. 
This estimate by tbe state ex- 


perts is based upon statistics of other 
land value increased in Minnesota. 


The majority of this land to be re- 


claimed: is in the northern part or ad- 
joining the northern part of Beltrami 
county, which in itself is 156 miles 
long. Some of the strip to be reclaim- 
ed extends over to St. Louis county, 
which is larger than the combined 
area of Connecticut and Rhode Island.
